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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Claims 1, 3. 15. 18, 20 and 32 are amended. Claixus 1-34 remain in the application. 

Applicant hereby requests further examination and reconsideration of the application in 
view of the fi^regoin^ amendments and disouasion below. 

Claims 1, 1S« 18 and 32 are amended to change '^engaging means" to -means fiir 
engaging— p thereby adopting fonnal measa-plus-flmction language. 

Claims 3 and 20 aze amended to recite proper antecedent basis &r the ftngnging nMans. 

Claims 18 and 32 are itaither amended to Todte a computer progiam product including a 
medium having a cQmputer program dicreon operable to render a piece tot a puzzle. 

The examiner ngected claims 1-24 under 35 U.S-C. §112, second paragraph, its being 
indefinite for Ming to particularly point out and distincfly claim the suby ect matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The examiner noted the claims recite in numetoua instances 
^' en gagi ng means'^ and that meaos-plua-flmction language requires the use of the word "&>f\ as 
in'^eansfbrengagi^g,..^ The exandner stated that by usiiig the term ^eans^witbomth^ 
requisite '^r**, it is not clear whether iq)plicant is intending to invoke the piovisions of 33 U.S.C. 
§112, paragraph 6» and required clarification. Accordingly^ claims 1, 15, 18 and 32 are emended 
ta chmga "tmgaging nficanfl" tA ^^mo. frtr i>ng^g?iigu. Claims 3 and 20 are amended to recite 

proper antecedent basis fbrtte engaging means. Applicant beUevea that these amendments 
overcome this rejection. 

Tlie examiner rajeoted claims 18-34 under 35 U.S.C. §101 aa being directed to a 
computer program^ non-statutory subject matter. The examiner noted that conqmter programs 
themselves^ not bdng fixed in a tangible medium* are not within the four enumerated categories 
of patentable subject matter Qm)cesSp machinCi numufaGture^ contpoaidon of matter). 

Independent claims 18 and 32 are amended to recite a computer program product 
including a tangible, physical medium having a computer program thereon operable to render a 
piece for a puzzle. Therefore, claims 18 and 32 are iiow drawn to atatntoiyBulqect matter. Since 
claims 19-3 1 , 33 and 34 are dependent fimn claims 1 8 and 32. applicant sufamita that aO of 
claims 18-34 overcome the rqjection. 

For the foregoing reasons^ the Applicant respectfliUy submits that the invention claimed 
in the present appKcalion ia allowable. ReconsidefBtion and withdrawal of the rejections and 
allowance of claims 1-34 at an early date are respectfully requested.
